Such  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  Duke  of  Wel¬ 
lington  would  be  most  unworthy.  He  is  represented 
as  giving  a  warning  for  the  purely  selfish  purpose  of 
saving  his  own  consistency  f  which  in  the  next  oreath 
we  are  told  wanted  no  sucli  guarding),  instead  of 
offering  the  opposition  which  ho  was  bound  in  truth 
and  duty  to  give  to  a  measure  he  deems  dangerous  to 
the  service.  And  what  conceivable  motive  is  there 
for  this  dishonest  acquiescence  with  a  personal  salvo  ? 
Is  he  so  bound  to  this  ministry  that  he  must  prefer 
danger  to  the  army  to  thwarting  the  Govern¬ 
ment  in  an  experiment  he  thinks  perilous  ?  Why 
is  the  Duke,  according  to  Lord  Brougham,  shifting 
for  his  own  credit  as  an  oracle  by  insinuated  distrusts, 
and  letting  the  army  take  its  chance.  What  a

its  ^terans.  To  what  purpose,  then,  the  expatia- 
\iMi  on  the  value  of  old  soldiers  ?  “  Mother,”  says 

Tonv  Lumpkin  to  Mrs  Ilardcastle,  “there  is  a  high- 
iravman  with  a  pistol  as  long  as  my  arm  ;  but  don’t 
K 'afraid,  mother,  don't  be  afraid,  it  s  only  a  cow.  ' 
IVhv  terrify  the  Lords  out  of  their  wits  by  showing 
them  how  the  army  would  be  ruined  by  the  loss 
of  its  old  soldiers,  only  to  assure  them  afterwards 
that  the  proposed  measure  would  have  the  merit  of 
being  as  harmless  as  Tony  Lumpkin’s  cow  ! 

No  one  needed  to  be  told  that  old  soldiers  were,  in 
Homer  s  phrase,  the  bulwark  of  the  war,— the  very 
word  veteran  speaks  the  common  understanding  on 
that  point ;  but  the  Duke  might  have  found  some¬ 
thing  to  say  for  new  soldiers  too,  considering  that 
with  them  he  beat  the  veteranr  of  France  at  Water¬ 
loo  ;  and  we  have  heard  his  opinion  quoted  of  old 
an!  young  soldiers,  that  the  young  fight  as  well, 
but  that  the  old  manoeuvre  l)etter. 

Lord  Grey  reckons  on  enlisting  a  better  class  of 
men  by  the  prospect  of  shorter  service,  but  the  Duke 
of  Wellington  doubts  this  eflfect,  believing  that  the 
bill  will  do  neither  harm  nor  good, — neither  the 
Lanu  of  depriving  the  army  of  its  old  soldiers,  nor 
the  pood  of  recruiting  it  with  a  better  order  of  men. 
His  Grace  thinks  that  a  man’s  choice  of  a  service  is 
not  at  all  influenced  by  the  prospect  of  there  being, 
or  there  not  being,  an  opportunity  of  withdrawing 
fr  m  it  at  no  very  distant  time  if  aisliked. 

I  The  Duke  has  expressed  some  satisfactory  opi- 


a  willing  military  reformer.  He  did  what  he  could 
to  reform  the  army  when  it  was  the  instrument 
with  which  he  had  to  work  to  serve  his  country,  and 
to  make  his  own  great  renown.  But,  those  objects 
attained,  nothing  was  done  in  the  way  of  improvement 
from  ’15  to  ’33,  and  no  one  measure  of  military  re¬ 
form  that  wo  are  aware  of  htis  originated  with  the 
Duke.  The  best  that  can  bo  said  of  him  is,  that  he 
has  submitted  to  mea.surcs  of  improvement.  He  has 
consented  to  military  reform  ns  he  consented  to 
Catholic  emancipation  and  the  repeal  of  the  Corn 
Laws,  against  his  opinions.  He  thinks  that  the 
country  does  not  need  a  better  army  than  the  one 
he  led  to  victory.  Blackguards  made  fighting 
soldiers  in  his  time,  and  he  would  be  for  working  up 
the  same  material,  relying  on  the  same  results.  He 
does  not  pay  himself  the  just  compliment  of  remem¬ 
bering  that  we  may  not  in  all  times  have  a  Welling¬ 
ton  to  remodel  and  form  an  army  in  the  face  of  an 
enemy.  j 

Prejudiced,  however,  as  the  Duke  is  against  all 
reforms,  his  prejudices  are  not  of  a  force  to  op^iose 
him  inflexibly  to  changes  against  which  his  authority 
would  be  decisive.  He  dislikes  and  distrusts,  but 
acquiesces.  He  has  no  faith  in  his  want  of  faith.  He 
damns  with  faint  praise,  but  does  not  obstinately 
thwart.  Reform  is  always  against  his  grain,  but 
Conservatism  is  not  less  out  of  his  habit.  It  is  easier 
to  get  him  to  advance,  against  the  bias  of  his  preju¬ 
dices,  than  to  fix  him  in  a  resistance,  unsupported 
by  reason  ;  but  then,  as  he  moves  on  vicugre  lui, 
you  hear  the  creaking  and  grating  of  his  adverse 
prejudices. 

Wo  feel  convinced  that  the  measure  Lord 


lost  their  sailing.  Sir  Hyd*  Parker  had  himself  told  him 
that  the  Albion  rolled  soncavily,  that  ho  at  one  time  thought 
she  would  lose  her  masts,  shipping  so  much  water,  that  while 
all  the  other  vessels  of  the  squadron  had  their  ports  open,  she 
w'as  obliged  to  close  all  her  ports  and  run  her  guns  in.” 

But  then,  says  Sir  J.  Graham,  Captain  Symonds 
has  remedied  the  old  defect  of  want  of  beam,  and. 
given  his  ships  a  power  of  carrying  sail  which  was 
never  possessed  licforo.  But  to  what  purpose  do 
they  carry  sail  if.  they  do  not  go  through  the  water, 
but  with  a  head  sea  behave  like  rocking-horses  ? 

It  i.s  remarkable  that  while  such  stress  is  laid  on 
beam  in  the  ship-building  of  the  navy,  the  yacht 
builders,  who  have  led  the  way  in  so  many  improve¬ 
ments,  rely  mainly  on  length  of  floor  ;  and  they 
have  proved  that  long-floored  vessels  stand  as  well 
to  their  canvass,  and  are  incomparably  easier  in  a 
sea,  and  by  as  much  faster,  than  craft  of  less  length 
and  more  beam. 

Sir  James  Graham  has  taken  occasion  to  praise 
the  mode  of  governing  the  navy  by  a  mixed  board 
of  civilians  and  professional  men  : 

**  That  board,  an  now  constituted,  was  in  hit  opinion  most 
happily  composed.  It  was  a  mixed  board  of  officers  and 
civilians.  It  had  at  its  head  a  first  lord  holding  a  seat  in 
the  House  of  Peers,  together  with  a  seat  iii  the  Cabinet.  It 
had  one  lay  lord,  who  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons,  and  a  secretary  who  held  a  seat  in  the  same  house. 
This  mixture  of  naval  knowla<lgo  with  civil  responsibility 
and  political  distinction  combined  to  make  a  tribunal  in 
w'hich  the  profession  might  confide.  Let  them  look  at  tho 
board  as  at  present  formed.  They  had  I.iord  Auckland, 
[formerly  governor-general  of  India,  a  most  distinguished  man 
ill  every  public  station  ho  had  held ;  a  man  of  the  highest 
talents,  of  the  strictest  impartiality,  and  of  tho  most  admir¬ 
able  good  sense.  There  was  no  man  in  whoso  opinion  he 
would  more  implicitly  trust.  Tho  first  naval  lord  was  Sir 
Chas.  Adams,  whom  they  all  knew  as  a  frank  and  gallant 
officer.  In  the  presence  of  the  other  naval  lords  he  would 
not  speak  of  their  merits,  but  ho  might  say,  for  it  was  simple 
truth,  that  there  were  no  raeu  in  the  profcMion  who  stood 
higher.” 

In  the  personal  praises  here  bestowed  we  tho> 
roughly  concur.  Lord  Auckland  is  an  excellent 
man  of  business,  and  his  vigilance  cannot  be  sur¬ 
passed.  Nevertheless,  we  cannot  see  why  the  navy 
should  be  an  exception  to  the  rule  which  in  every 
other  profession  places  a  professional  man  at  the 
head.  In  no  other  profession  is  technical  know¬ 
ledge  so  much  required,  and  in  no  other  is  it 
dispensed  with  altogether  in  the  chief.  There  is  m 
mechanical  knowledge  wanting  at  the  Board  of  Ad¬ 
miralty  which  there  is  no  need  of  at  the  Horse  Guards :

domestic  Liberalism  too  strong, 
which  the  gift  was  accompanied  were  ungracious, 
but  the  same  motive  prompted  the  King’s  harsh¬ 
ness.  Ilie  ungraciousness  has,  however,  been 
done  away  with\v  the  King’s  reply  to  the  Address, 
and  even  some  of  the  narrowness  of  restriction 
removed.  For  the  King  declares  he  is  for  pro¬ 
gress,  and  admits  the  development  of  institutions. 
There  is  therefore  room  for  hope.  But  if  that  hope 
be  told  to  lie  by  for  four  years,  it  will  turn  to  im¬ 
patience,  and  the  Monarch  will  have  made  a  liberal 
move  to  no  purpose. 

The  second  result  to  be  attained  by  Prussian 
Constitutionalism,  can  only  he  reached  through 
the  first;  this  is  the  placing  Prusnia  and  its  King 
at  the  head  of  Germany,  of  its  public  opinion,  its 
desire  of  freedom,  its  resolve  to  possess  and  to 
wield  a  common  nationality.  This  cannot  be  done 
by  giving  to  Prussia  a  Constitution,  in  which  the 
freedom  of  speech  and  eitent  of  influence  are  less 
than  in  the  Conititutions  of  the  minor  States.  It 
has  been  seen,  indeed,  that  these  Constitutions  ot 
the  minor  States  are  of  little  avail,  as  well  as  any 
struggle  after  freedom  in  such  Slates,  and  for  this  one 
grand  reason,  that  the  German  Diet  overrules  and 
over-rides  both  Governments  and  .Assemblies  in  the 
minor  States.  The  only  hope,  therefore,  is  in  a 
large  State,  like  Prussia,  becoming  Constitutional, 
and  thus  bringing  an  adequate  force  to  bear  against 
the  dictatorial  despotism  of  the  German  Diet. 

All  example  of  the  interference  of  the  Diet  is 
suiSciently  apparent  in  one  of  the  very  questions 
coniiecifd  with  representative  government,  the 
libertv  of  the  press.  'I'he  King  of  Prussia  is  not 
luastcr  in  his  own  dominions  on  the  subject.  He 
is  bound  not  to  give  offence  or  alarm  to  the  other 
States  of  the  Confederation.  It  was  indeed  clearly 
•ceu,  at  the  very  birth  of  this  Confederation,  that 
one  State  could  not  be  despotic  and  the  other  Con¬ 
stitutional,  for  it  would  lead  to  eternal  collision 
and  difference ;  so  it  was  decreed  that  all  should 
have  Constitutions.  This  fuiidamental  law,  passed 
ill  a  time  of  popular  enthusiasm,  was  set  aside,  ar.d 
is  only  now  coming  into  vigour.  But  it  requires 
wudoin  aud  moderation  to  effect  the  change. 
Fra  the  Prussian  Liberals  can  succeed  in  winning 
their  full  rights  from  the  Berlin  Cabinet,  the  Berlin 
Cabinet  must  win  its  freedom  from  the  German 
Diet.  In  order  to  this,  the  Prussian  Monarch 
aud  Goverimieiit  must  uot  be  indisposed  or  dis- 
guatad  with  their  first  Liberal  essay.  For  in  that 
case  they  might  fling  themselves  hack  into  the  iron 
arms  of  the  Frankfort  Diet,  and  aid  in  forging  new 
Jaw  s  and  fetters  for  the  enslavement  of  the  German 
race.  No  doubt  the  Germans  can  and  will  conquer 
every  ohatacle  in  the  attainment  of  freedom  ;  but 
it  is  better  that  this  should  be  done  in  a  shoyt  time 
by  pacific  means,  aud  by  the  legitimate  instrumen¬ 
tality  of  a  King  and  a  kingly  Government,  than 
by  insurrections  and  tbeir  suppression,  their  burst¬ 
ing  forth  again,  with  all  the  alternations  of  which  we 
bftva  seen  examples  in  so  many  countries.

A  Fmr  of  Cemoolation.  By  Mrs  Butler,  late  Fanny 
Kemble.  Two  vols.  Moxon. 

This  is  a  journal  of  a  year's  residence  in  Rome 
and  its  neighbourhood,  with  none  of  tho  peculiar 
ofiences  against  good  manners  which  charac¬ 
terised  the  journal  of  a  year’s  travel  in  America 
published  by  the  same  lady  twelve  years  ago.  A 
teacher  and  chastener  has  been  with  Mrs  Butler 
since  then,  and  sho  has  had  other  experiences 
than  those  of  the  stage.  The  title  of  tiio  book 
points  at  them,  and  the  character  of  its  contents 
compels  us  to  make  allusion  to  them. 

Mrs  Butler  has  many  of  the  qualities  of  a  good 
writer.  She  has  quick  and  clear  perceptions,  with 
a  shrewdness  of  observation  in  which  she  is  excelled 
by  few  ;  and,  though  she  often  spoils  it  by  a  careless  j

Mrs  Butler  re-appeared  upon  the  London  stage  at 
this  theatre  on  Alonday,  in  her  original  character  of 
Jvluiy  in  the  Hunchback.  She  seemed  greatly 
affected  by  the  warmth  of  her  reception,  and  with 
much  feeling  and  grace  made  repeated  acknow¬ 
ledgment  of  it. 

We  have  no  difficulty  in  stating  the  impression 
which  we  brought  away  from  this  performauce. 
Mrs  Butler  has  gained  as  well  as  lost  by  her  absence 
from  the  stage.  Her  general  style  of  delivery  is  im¬ 
proved.  In  level  passages  it  has  a  quiet  beauty 
which  it  had  not  to  the  same  extent  in  former  days. 
It  is  more  mellowed,  less  affected,  less  prone  to  ex¬ 
aggeration,  more  flowing,  easy,  and  natural.  But  in 
prominent  passages,  in  what  are  called  points,  and 
in  much  of  that  quality  or  combination  of  qualities 
wherein  the  more  salient  dramatic  effects  must  be 
found,  if  found  at  all,  it  seems  to  us,  judging  by 
this  particular  performance,  that  Mrs  Butler  has 
lost  considerably.

We  think  the  gain,  however,  in  this  particular 
part,  greater  than  the  loss.  There  was  so  much  of 
rnore  than  doubtful  taste,  so  much  that  was  capri¬ 
cious  and  conventional,  in  Miss  Kemble’s  old  effects, 
that  Mrs  Butler’s  performance  of  Monday  night 
seemed  to  us  better  without  them.  The  audience 
would  no  doubt  have  given  greater  applause  to 
greater  force.  But  the  truth  is  that  the  author  has 
so  elaborated  this  character,  has  expressed  so  mi¬ 
nutely  its  changes  and  phases  of  feeling,  and  these 
are  all  so  obvious,  that  anything  of  elaboration  or  over 
marking  in  the  actress  seems  the  last  thing  desirable. 
The  leading  touches  in  the  third  and  fourth  acts 
were  hardly  weakened,  at  times  were  even  strength¬ 
ened,  by  a  certain  subduement  of  manner  ;  and  such 
fine  passages  as  the — 

*^May  I  tiust  thee]  Oh! 

If  that’s  thy  soul  that’s  looking  through  thino  eyes, 

Thou  lovest  me,  and  I  may  I” 

were  charmingly  spoken.  Mrs  Butler  was  called 
for  at  the  close  of  her  performance,  and  appeared 
extremely  impressed  by  the  kindness  with  which  she 
was  received. 

We  cannot  say  much  for  the  general  cast  of  the 
play.  We  have  rarely  seen  such  iudiflerent  acting 
in  a  theatre  of  any  pretension  as  in  this  representa¬ 
tion  of  the  UuncMMck.  Mrs  Sterling's  Heen  is  an 
exception,  of  course ;  and  there  was  merit  in  Mr 
James  Vining’s  Lord  Tinsd ;  but  Mr  Creswick 
cannot  play  Master  Walter^  J\Ir  Compton  is  out  of 
place  in  ModuSy  and  Mr  John  Webster's  Clifford  is 
intolerable. 

ST  JABIES’S  THEATRE. 

The  first  of  two  amateur  perfonnances  (for  which 
Mr  Mitchell  had  handsomely  given  the  gratuitous  use 
of  his  theatre),  for  the  benefit  of  the  distressed  in 
Ireland  and  Gotland,  took  place  here  on  Tuesday 
night.  The  Queen. and  Prince  Albert  were  present, 
and  all  the  leading  people  in  the  cireles  of  rank  and 
fashion  in  London.  So  large  and  brilliant  an  audi¬ 
ence  in  that  respect  was  probably  never  crowded 
into  so  small  a  space.  The  upper  boxes,  pit,  and 
gallery,  were  parcelled  into  stalls ;  a  high  price  was 
paid  for  every  scat ;  and  the  sum  revised  by  the 
performance  is  understood  to  be  nearly  a  thousand 
pounds. 

The  amateurs  were  assisted  by  Mrs  Butler,  Miss 
Jane  Mordaunt,and  Mr  Vandenhoff ;  and  the  Hunch¬ 
back  was  the  play  selected.  It  was  better  played 
than  on  the  previous  night.  The  names  of  some  of 
the  actors  having  transpired,  we  may  without  im¬ 
propriety  refer  to  them  ;  and  it  is  but  scant  justice 
to  say  of  Mr  Henry  Greville’s  Cliffordy  that  it  was 
distinguished  by  as  much  feeling  and  delicacy  in 
the  delivery  of  the  lines,  as  b^  the  actor  s  chivalrous 
and  manly  deportment.  Clifford  is  not  a  grateful 
part.  His  position  in  the  scene  is  never  very  clear. 
He  takes  and  drops  his  mistress  somewhat  too 
easily  ;  and  whether  his  lost  lands  and  forfeited  title 
have  been  anything  but  a  ma^uerade,  is  hardier 
cleared  up  at  the  last.  CUfordy  in  short,  derives  his 
only  importance  from  his  relation  io  Julia;  and 
it  seemed  to  us  that  Mr  Grevillo’s  quiet  yet  earnest 
performance  was  marked  by  the  best  taste,  and  a 
perfect  understanding  of  what  the  part  required. 
Captain  De  Bathe  was  an  unexceptionable  Lord 
Tinsdy  easy,  unembarrassed,  and  fuU  of  excellent 
foolishness  ;  and  the  most  experienced  actor  might 
have  failed  to  ^ive  the  country  simplicity  of  Fathoniy 
and  the  stolid  obstinacy  of  that  impracticable 
serving-man,  so  well  as  they  were  rendered  on  this 
occasion.  Nor  should  MoauSy  a  very  difficult  gen¬ 
tleman  to  manage,  and  the  more  difficult  with  (as 
in  this  case)  a  very  pleasant  HdeHy  be  passed 
without  a  word  of  piaisc.  Miss  Jane  Mordaunt’s 
acting  is  full  of  ladylike  humour  and  intelligence.  |

This  was  a  brilliant  and  delightful  performance.  The 
program,  assuming  that  the  pieces  were  pro{>erly  ex¬ 
ecuted,  would  speak  for  itself ;  and  when  the  animating 
assistance  of  such  an  artist  os  M.  Mendelssohn  is  seen  as 
an  addition  to  music  of  so  higli  an  order,  the  complete¬ 
ness,  the  effect,  of  such  a  combination  w'ould  almost  un¬ 
avoidably  bo  inferred. 

On  the  comparative  simplicity,  the  beauty,  of  Beet¬ 
hoven’s  eighth  symphony,  we  have  had  many  occasions 
to  enlarge.  It  was  never  more  advantageously  heard 
than  on  the  present  evening.  Our  readers  may,  perhaps, 
recollect  that  we  hare  drawn  their  attention  to  the  sym¬ 
phony  of  Mendelssohn  as  often  as  it  has  been  performed 
at  these  concerts.  All  the  terms  of  praise  which  are  so 
strictly  its  duo  we  have  bestowed  on  it,  as  well  as  on  the 
music  in  "  A  Midsummer  Night’s  Dream.”  We  have  ex¬ 
hausted  the  epithets  of  admiration  which  these  compo¬ 
sitions  could  hardly  fail  to  suggest ;  the  former  as  what 
we  have  ventured  to  call — by  rather  a  bold  metaphor — a 
sound-picture^  a  w'ork  descriptive,  so  far  as  the  art  ought 
to  attempt  to  describe,  of  the  romantic  scenery  and  pecu¬ 
liarities  of  the  Scottish  Highlands ;  the  latter  as  a  mu« 
sical  illustration  of  the  most  poetical  of  Shakspeare’s 
creations, — a  mighty  undertaking,  but  not  a  rash  one  in 
such  hands,— and  by  the  result  showing  the  congeniality 
of  the  poet’s  and  the  musician’s  minds.  It  is  difficult  to 
speak  of  such  intellectual  compositions  in  lan^age  that 
shall  not  appear  extravagant.  But  it  is  equally  difficult 
for  those  who  enter  into  the  character  of  music  so  imagi¬ 
native,  so  purely  the  emanation  of  original  genius, — who 
feel  deeply  its  influence — to  confine  the  terms  of  com¬ 
mendation  within  the  bounds  which  the  sobriety  of  criti¬ 
cism  may  seem  to  require. 

The  most  free  and  pleasing  of  Beethoven’s  concertos 
was  executed  in  a  manner  that  brought  out  all  its  beau¬ 
ties,  and,  indeed,  enhanced  them.  It  was  committed  to 
the  charge  of  a  kindred  spirit ;  and  in  the  two  extempo¬ 
raneous  cadenzas — both  marvellous  exhibitions — an  ami¬ 
cable  rivalry  might  seem  to  have  been  intended,  thou^ 
it  is  very  unlikely  that  any  such  design  entered  the 
thoughts  of  one  whose  unaffected  modesty  is  as  remark¬ 
able  as  his  professional  merit. 

The  lovely  duet  from  the  Stabat  Mater  ”  of  Bossini, 
one  of  his  latest  and  most  lasting  works,  was  very  nicely 
sung  by  the  Misses  Williams,  sisters,  whose  opportunities 
of  studying  together  give  a  finish  to  their  performance 
which  is  not  often  attained.  The  pretty  duet  by  Weber 
was  equally  effective.  And  the  ancient  air  by  P.  Boss! 
(who,  thus  named,  we  cannot  trace  in  any  musical  history  ) 
proved  a  happy  revival ;  though  if  what  we  suppoM  to 
have  been  the  original  accompaniment  had  been  retained, 
it  would  have  been  far  more  interesting. 

The  Queen,  Prince  Albert,  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  with 
their  attendants,  were  present,  and  occupied  sofas  in 
front  of  the  orchestra ;  thus,  in  some  degree,  graciously 
mixing  with  the  general  company.

troops  to  penetrate  into  that  country.  Bou  Maza  has  ar- 
rivad  at  Toulon,  and  is  now  on  his  way  to  Paris  under  a 
milHary  escort. 

BmsTK  CoRtiiALB  wrrn  Russia. — A  letter  frtim  Ber¬ 
lin  of  the  19th  says: — '’Cabinet  couriers  arrive  almost 
every  day  with  despatches  for  the  French  embassy,  or 
pass  through  this  city  on  their  way  to  8t  Petersburg. 
The  alliance  between  France  and  Russia  appears  at  thb 
moment  more  intimate  than  ever.  It  b  not  thoi^ht 
that  the  loan  made  to  the  Bank  of  France  by  the  Em¬ 
peror  Nicholas  has  caused  this  intimate  union,  but  it  b 
believed  that  it  b  base<l  on  more  serious'  motives.” 

Dsbatb  or  Colorial  Slatbrt. — The  cabinet  sustained 
another  check  in  the  Chaml>er  of  Deputies  on  Monday. 
The  shocking  disclosures  ma^le  ip  the  speeches  of  M.M. 
de  lAsterrie  and  Ledro-RoHin,  literally  spread  horror 
through  the  assembly,  and  at  length  made  the  ministry 
feel  that  the  only  safe  course  was  to  yield  to  the  result 
of  the  unanimous  burst  of  indignation  to  which  the 
chamber  gave  utterance.  The  debate  took  place  upon 
petitions  against  colonial  slavery,  bearing  11,000  sipia- 
turec  It  was  proposeil  by  the  opposition  to  refer  these 
petitions  to  the  consideration  or  the  president  of  the 
lyniocil  and  the  colonial  minister;  this  the  cabinet  op¬ 
posed  through  the  coionisl  minister,  who  insisted  on 
passing  to  the  order  of  the  day.  Towards  the  close  of 
the  de^te,  however,  the  revelations  made  by  the  advo- 
rates  of  the  petitioners  produce*!  an  explosion  of  feeling, 
and  M.  Guizot  himself  exclaiine*!  from  his  seat  that  they 
Would  no  longer  oppose  the  propr>sitiun.  At  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  M.  Dupin,  the  petitions  were  referred  also  to  the 
minister  of  justice,  which  was  intended  as  a  rebuke  to 
the  insufficiency  of  the  colonial  minister.  The  following  ' 
are  amongst  the  many  instances  of  cruelty  perpetrated 
by  masters  against  their  slaves,  brought  forward  by  M. 
Ledru-Rollin  and  .M.  dc  Lasteyrie : — The  murder  of 
‘  a  slave  by  a  master  is  visited  by  the  tribunals  with  the 
nominal  punishroent  of  a  few  days'  imprisonment.  But 
munler  is  the  most  venial  of  this  catalogue  of  iniquities. 
An  aged  mother  is  tied  naked  hr  the  four  limbs,  and  her 
eon  is  coin{>elled  to  hold  her  while  the  whip  b  ^plied  to 
the  naked  back  of  the  woman,  until  her  offspring  b 
eorereil  with  the  blood  which  spouts  from  her.  A  female, 
five  months  gone  with  child,  is  bound  ufK>n  a  ladder  by 
the  four  Itm^,  a  billet  of  wood  being  stuffed  between  her 
boeum  and  the  ladder,  to  render  her  back  convex.  The 
lash  is  then  applied,  until  premature  delivery  b  proiluced 
under  the  operation  of  the  torture.  The  blows  inflicted 
upon  her  head  have  broken  out  ber  teeth,  destroyed  one 
oi  her  eyes,  and  deprived  her  of  hearing  ;  and  "the  man,” 
exclaimed  M.  Ledru-Rollin,  "  who  thus  proved  himself 
more  cruel  than  the  executioner,  and  more  inexorable 
than  the  guillotine,  being  brought  before  the  correctional 
police,  wae  sentenced  to  Jt/ieem  dapt*  impri$tmwteni  !” 
Another  female,  alee  pregnant,  wae  submitted  to  the 
whip  until  her  back  wae  eorered  with  bleeding  wounds, 
and  then,  by  a  devilish  refinement  of  torture,  a  solution 
of  piroentura  and  lemon  juks  was  poured  into  the 
wounda  A  child  wae  eusperted  of  haring  poboned  an 
ox,  which  had  died.  The  head  of  the  ox  neing  cut  ofiT, 
was  suspended  round  the  neck  of  the  child,  who  was 
oompellAl  to  carry  it  until  the  effluvia  proceeding  from 
the  decmupoeitlon  of  the  fiesh  relieved  the  little  victim 
fbom  its  tonnents  by  death.  The  Minister  of  Marine 
made  a  feeble  and  stammering  attempt  at  come  excuse 
for  the  colonial  aathnriiioe,  and  was  uoreieting  to  de¬ 
mand  the  order  of  the  day,  when  M.  Gulxot  perceiving 
the  eeuee  of  the  chamber  eu  the  qucetioo,  exclaimed 
from  hb  piece,  "  11  n'y  a  pee  d'oppositUia.'*

UHITHB  STATES. 

Pbogbbsb  of  thb  Wab  with  Mexico. — There  ha 
been  several  arrivab  thb  week  firom  New  York  • 
latest  brings  aocounte  to  the  8th  ult.  The  advices 
Mexico  are  coufinnatoiy  of  our  last  accounts,  and 
papers  now  received  publbh  Santa  Anna's  official  accotm 
of  the  battle  of  Buena  Vista,  which  diff'ers  somewhat 
that  given  by  (jleneral  Taylor.  Santa  Anna  says  the  Km 
of  the  Mexicans  was  1,000,  and  that  of  the  AmerieaM 
2,000.  The  advices  from  Vera  Cruz  extend  to  the  19u 
of  Match.  At  that  date  the  town  had  not  been  taken  b 
the  Americans,  and  it  appears  somewhat  doubtful  vhl 
ther  they  would  succeed  in  reducing  it.  General  Scott 
had  transmitted  two  despatches  to  hb  government.  The 
latest  b  dated  the  14th  of  March,  in  which  we  find  u 
stated  that  many  ekirmbhes  had  taken  place,  and  the 
Americans  had  lost  several  valuable  officers.  From  Ron. 
terey  the  news  extends  to  the  2nd  of  March.  General 
Taylor  still  occupied  Saltillo,  and  was  occupying  the 
ground  lately  held  by  Santa  Anna  and  his  army,  which 
b  described  as  being  in  a  most  wretched  condition  and 
extremely  destitute.  ’ 

Thk  Rkvolutiow  II  Mexico. — The  clergy  and  the 
national  guard,  the  leaders  of  the  movement  which  broke 
out  on  th^e  26th  of  Feb.,  deposed  Qoinez  Farias,  the  vie®, 
president  and  acting  president.  They  dissolved  the 
cougreM,  suspended  all  the  functions  of  government,  and 
entrusted  the  executive  power  to  the  chief  justice  of  the 
supreme  court,  who  b  to  be  aided  in  the  administration 
of  affairs  by  a  council  of  government  compose*!  of  u 
many  persons  as  there  are  states  in  the  confederation. 
Santa  Anna  b  declared  provisional  president  and  chief 
of  the  array,  with  the  honorary  title  of  "  Benemerito  de  U 
Patriar 


SPAIN. 

ATTBMFTBn  RBOOXaUATIOK  OF  THE  QCEEB  AH®  KiBO. 

— The  accounts  from  Madrid  of  the  18th  ult.  state  that 
a  recondliation  was  eatd  to  have  been  effected  between 
the  (^een  and  her  consort,  and  both  were  to  repair  to¬ 
gether  on  that  day  to  the  church  of  Atocha,  to  assist  at 
divine  servioe ;  but  at  the  moment  fixed  for  the  depar¬ 
ture,  the  King,  in  consequence  of  some  alleged  slight,  re¬ 
tired  to  hit  apartments.  The  Queen  took  her  usual 
airing,  accompanied  by  the  Infanta  Joeefa  and  the  In¬ 
fante  Don  Francisco  de  Paula.  On  the  20th,  however, 
a  partial  reconciliation  did  take  place,  and  the  Queen 
and  King  appeared  in  public  together.  On  that  day  hb 
Majesty  received  all  the  members  of  the  Cabinet  for  the 
first  time  during  the  previous  fortnight.  On  the  2Srd  the 
Queen  wae  present  at  a  bull  fight,  accompanied  as  usual 
by  her  uncle,  Don  Francisco,  and  her  cousin,  Donna 
ioeefia.  The  King  wras  not  with  her  Majesty. 

Oabixbt  Diffebences. — Some  difference  b  said  to 
have  arisen  in  the  cabinet  respecting  the  recal  of  General 
Espartero.  M.  Salamanca  strongly  recommended  that 
that  concession  be  granted  to  the  Progressbta  party,  but 
he  experienced  considerable  opposition  from  hb  col¬ 
leagues.  Rumours  of  a  modification  in  the  ministry 
were  in  consequence  circulated,  and  it  was  thought  that 
if  M.  Salamanca  withdrew,  which  was  anything  but 
likely,  he  would  be  succeeded  by  M.  Reynoso. 

Military  Movbmbrts.  — (General  Roncali  has  refused 
the  government  of  Galicia,  which  has  been  given  to 
General  Santiago  Mendoz  Vigo.  General  Serrano  had 
returned  to  Madrid  at  the  express  desire  of  the  King. 

PORTUGAL. 

Pboobbss  of  thb  Ixscbobbt  Abut.— Accounts  from 
Lbbon  of  ths  20th  ult.  sUte  that  the  whole  of  the 
Queen’s  troops  on  ths  south  of  the  Tagus,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  600  men,  who,  with  Gbneral  ^hwalbach,  have 
shut  themselves  up  in  the  fortress  of  Elvas,  have  recrossed 
to  the  north,  and  fairly  abandoned  all  Alemtejo  and  Al¬ 
garve  to  the  Patulea.  The  force  of  Count  de  Mello  (the 
insurgent  general)  was  joined  on  the  17th  by  Viscount 
Sa  da  Bandeira  with  1,500  men,  and  the  two  together 
now  muster  upwards  of  5,000  well  drilled  and  well  armed 
volunteers,  with  nine  field  pieces  and  about  800  cavalry. 

The  main  body  of  the  insurgents  is  at  St  Ubes,  with  an 
advanced  post  on  the  hill  of  Palmella.  which  commands 
all  the  Burroundmir  country,  and  the  old  castle  of  which 
they  have  victualled,  and  put  in  a  formidable  state  of 
defence.  The  Patulea  have  other  forces  at  Evora,  Porta- 
legre,  Narvao,  Faro,  and  Lagos,  and  in  fact  are  masters 
of  the  whole  country  beyond  the  Tagus.  It  is  reported 
that  the  castle  of  Viaaua  has  at  last  been  starv^  out  by 
ths  insurgents,  but  the  report  wants  confirmation.  An 
Insurrection  has  again  broken  out  among  the  peasantry 
in  the  district  of  Cintra,  and  from  that  all  the  way  to 
Torres  Vedras.  The  Queen  has  determined  to  agree  to 
a  change  of  ministry,  as  the  ministry  decide*!  to  reject 
the  terms  of  negotiation  offered  by  Sir  H.  Seymour.  The 
English  sailors  have  been  landed  to  protect  the  Queen. 

By  an  arrival  from  Oporto  of  the  22nd  ult.  we  find  that 
ths  Quesn’s  forces  under  General  Casal  have  abandoned 
the  province  of  Tras -os- Montes,  thus  leaving  the  two 
most  wealthy  and  important  provinces  of  Portugal  in 
the  hands  of  the  junta. 

ITALY. 

The  Pafal  States. — Letters  from  Rome  of  the  18th 
ult.  mention  that  a  grand  banquet  was  to  take  place  in 
the  grottos  of  the  Baths  of  Titus  on  the  21  st,  in  com- 
uismorztion  of  the  foundation  of  that  city.  The  ‘  Diario’ 
of  ths  17ih  publishes  a  letter  of  Don  Enrique,  in  which 
the  prince  states  that  hb  object  in  visiting  Rome  was  to 
pray  the  Pope  to  give  his  l^nediction  to  hb  marriage 
with  Donna  Elena  de  Casiella  j  Shelly  Fernandez  de 
Cordova,  to  whom  he  had  been  civilly  married,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Queen  of  Spain  and  his  father.  The  So¬ 
vereign  Pontiff  bad  issued  an  encyclical  letter  to  all  the 
bishops,  archbishops,  patriarchs,  Ac.  of  Chrbtendom,  re¬ 
commending  them  to  offer  prayers  to  heaven,  and  collect 
subscriptions  in  behalf  of  thsb  Irish  brethren. 

Ti’scabt. — Accounts  have  been  receive*!  that  the 
Grand  Duke  has  granted  to  hb  subjects  the  liberty  of 
ths  press.  Thb  b  an  event  of  very  considerable  impor¬ 
tance  in  Italy,  and  will  produce  a  greater  impression  from 
the  fact  of  the  Grand  Duke  being  an  Austrian  Archduke. 

M.  Neumann,  tks  representatire  of  Austria  at  the  court  of 
Florence,  remonstrated  strongly  s^iutt  the  messnre,  but 
the  Grand  Duke  reeolutely  carried  hb  determination 
into  effect.

SYMPATHY  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Mr  BROWN,  wishing  to 
learn  whether  it  was  true  that  an  American  frigate  had 
arrived  with  a  large  supply  of  grain,  free  of  all  charge,  for 
Ireland, 

Mr  LABOUCHERE  stated,  on  the  authority  of  a  letter 
he  had  received  from  Mr  Everett,  recently  tlie  American 
minister  to  the  British  court,  that  sucii  was  the  case,  and 
the  vessel  had  been  lent  by  the  American  government  in 
order  to  convey  food  fur  the  relief  of  distnss  in  Ireinml, 
Ihe  value  of  the  cargo  b.ing  100,000  dollais.  Captain 
Forbes,  a  gentleman  of  consideration  in  the  United  States, 
had  volunteered  his  services,  as  well  as  the  other  officers  of 
the  ship,  gratuitously  to  pertorm  this  generous  service,  and 
furtlier,  that  a  second  cargo  was  about  to  be  forwarded 
from  the  same  source,  and  under  similar  circumstances. 
This  announoenicnt  was  received  with  loud  cheers  by  the 
house. 

THE  REVENUE. 

Dr  BOWRING  proposeil  cert.iin  resolutions  on  Ihe  sub¬ 
ject  of  .he  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  public  revenue, 
calling  upon  the  bouse  to  adopt  the  same  principle  which 
had  been  carried  out  in  the  crown  colonies,  viz.,  tliat  the 
I  gross  revenues  should,  in  all  cases,  be  paid  into  the  public 
treasury,  and  calling  upon  the  house  to  adopt  liie  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  commissioners  of  public  accounts,  that 
no  puitioii  of  the  public  treasure  »liould  be  arrested  on  any 
plea  or  pretence  whatever,  in  its  way  to  the  Exchequer, 
without  previous  parliamentary  sanction.  And  further, 
that  all  public  departments  should  keep  their  accounts  on 
the  principle  of  double  entry. 

Mr  W1LLI.\MS  seconded  the  resolutions,  being  at  n 
loss  to  understand  on  whut  ground  any  government  could 
resist  them.  If  any  private  firm  or  hanking  house  kept 
their  accounts  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  in  whicli  many 
of  the  public  accounts  were  kept,  ruin  would  inevitably 
ensue. 

The  CHANCELLOR  of  the  EXCHEQUER  trusted 
the  remluliuni  would  not  be  pressed,  but  that  Dr  Bow  ring 
would  be  contented  to  allow  e  ich  department  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  to  improve  the  system  of  its  accounts,  under  the 
direction  of  the  government.  In  some  depariineiits  such 
improvements  had  already  been  effected,  and  he  hoped  the 
time  was  nut  far  distant  when  all  the  others  would  follow 
their  example. 

Mr  HUME  warmly  supported  Ihe  resolutions,  pointing 
out  the  unnecessary  complications  with  wliicli  the  accounts 
of  maiiv  of  the  departments  of  state  are  encumbered. 

Sir  G.  CLERK  opposed  the  resolutions,  reminding  the 
house  that  the  cumnussioners,  to  whom  the  present  system 
of  accounts  and  that  now  recommended  by  Dr  Bowring 
had  been  submitted,  bad  decided,  with  both  before  them, 
in  favour  of  the  former. 

Mr  F.  BARING  was  also  opposed  to  the  resolutions.
